PARK HONORS 
WEISER, PENN'S 
ENVOY OF PEACE 


Harrisburg.—Vanished days when 
Pennsylvania maintained a diplo­ 
matic service among the Indians are 
recalled by tourists visiting Conrad 
Weiser State Historical park near 
Womelsdorf, Berks county, the State 
Publicity commission reports. 
Here are the 
home and burial 
place of the famous Indian agent 
and interpreter, together with a free 
museum, in a 25-acre park owned 
and operated by the state. 
“ Weiser’s service to the province 
of Pennsylvania and the nation can 
not be estimated,” historians admit 
in recounting his peaceful life and 


‘ missions among the Indians during 
Colonial times. 
During the 20 years 1740-60, he 
j was constantly employed by the gov­ 
ernment 
as 
“ ambassador” 
repre­ 
senting the Penn family in their 
treaties and land agreements with 
j the tribes, not only in Pennsylvania 
I but also in New York and Ohio. 
According to his official reports, 
I preserved today in the Pennsylvania 
| archives, he attended at least 16 im- 
I portant conferences and councils, 
I often making long Journeys to re- 
! mote Indian towns. He succeeded in 
arranging peace treaties among In ­ 
dian tribes, as well as between the 
Indians and the white settlers. 
His influence is ascribed to his 
innate honesty and fairness, and to 
the fact that he lived as a youth 
among the tribes and learned their 
languages and customs. 
He also helped development of set­ 
tlements in laying out the city of 
Reading, 1748, and in establishing 
Berks county, 
1752. 
He died at 
Womelsdorf July 13, 1760.
